today by the United States grand 
jury which has been investigating 
the conduct in office of former 
Coilector James P. Finnegan. 

In the perjury count, Schu- 
meacher was charged with falsely 
testifying that he did not advise 
Fred Z. Salomon, May Depart- 
ment Sivres Co. vice president, to 
hire William M. Boyle Jr., former 
national Democratic chairman, as 
attorney in a tax refund claim. 
The suggestion was turned down 
flatly By the company. 


The grand jury also alleged 
that Schumacher, when a witness 
before it, committed perjury by 
saying he had never discussed the 
claim of May Co., operators of 
Famous-Barr, with Finnegan, who 
is now under indictment. 


Nicaro Nickel Project.” 


Another portion of the perjury 
charge relates to the grand jury 
inquiry into efforts of Schu- 
macher, Finnegan and H. G. S. 
Anderson, a Muskogee (Okla.) 
metallurgist, to obtain the govern- 
ment-owned Nicaro nickel plant 
in Cuba. | 

The maximum penalty upon con- 
viction for obstruction of justice 
is five years in and a 
$5000 fine. For perjury, it is five 
years and a $2000 fine. 

Schumacher, the indictment 
states, denied under oath that he 
had received a letter from Ander- 
son containing information on 
the nickel plant project and ef- 
forts to obtain approval and pay- 
ment of the May Co. claim. 

The defendant, it was stated, 
also falsely testified he did not 
return the letter to Anderson with 
a note saying: “Dear Andy: Please 
destroy any copies of this letter 
or any other that refers to Fin- 
negan.” 

This note also was a basis for 
the count charging Schumacher 
with obstructing justicé. 

‘Investigation Getting Hot.’ 

The grand jury said that on the 
same day the note was sent—last 
Oct. 2¢—Schumacher put in a- 
long-distance call to Anderson at 
Muskogee and told him that “the 
— investigation is getting 

ot.” 

In that conversation, the in- 
dictment said, Schumacher ad- 
vised that he was returning An- 
derson’s letter and asked him to 
destroy it and all copies in his 
possession. 

Text of Anderson’s letter to 
Schumacher was disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch last Jan. 30. The 
letter was dated Feb. 18, 1950. 

Effort to Influence Witness. | 

The indictment § stated that | 
Schumacher, “well knowing that 
both he and the said Anderson 
would be called as witnesses be- 
fore the said grand jury, did 
knowingly, willfully, unlawfully 
and corruptly endeavor to influ- 
ence a witness before the said 
grand jury and to obstruct and 
impede the due administration of 
justice.” 

In the perjury count, the grand 
jury said Schumacher, appearing 
as a witness last Feb. 7, ‘‘did will-

“The gamblers, who faund it 
impossible to get what the news- 
papers call the ‘green light,’ were 
interested in the defeat of this 
bill, so they could dim whatever 
little red light is shining against 
organized, professional gambling,” 
Chamier said. 

“This bill would strike a death 
blow at the policy rackets, which 
flourish in St. Louis and Kansas 
City. It is true in the large urban 
centers the proposed law would 
do most to promote law and 
order.” 

Pointing out that the measure 
was recommended by the prose- 
cuting attorneys of Jackson and 
Buchannan counties and by Capt. 
Joseph Wren, head of the police 
gambling squad in St. Louis, 
Chamier said, pointedly: 

“Wren wears an uneasy crown. 
There may be in this chamber 
some members who would like to 
see him unseated. They know who 
they are.” 

Would Outlaw Devices.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26—The 
Senate Labor Committee voted 
unanimously today to report out 
legislation giving federal mine in- 
spectors power to close unsafe 
coal mines. This put the bill in-

Neely (Dem.), West Virginia, with 
amendments, in shape to be 
placed before the Senate. 

The bill as approved by the 
| committee is tougher than the 
' measure written by Neely and in- 
corporates some suggestions made 


by Secretary of the Interior Os- | 
jcar L. Chapman, who testified | 


that Neely’s bill, and its compan- 
ion measure in the House, did 
not go far enough in the matter 
of penalties. 

Among those voting for the 
amended legislation was Senator 
Robert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio, a 
leading Republican presidentjal 
candidate. This was considered 
important from the viewpoint of 
future Senate and House action, 
as Taft’s followers in both cham- 
bers may be encouraged to come 
out for the legislation. 

Imminent Danger. 

The bill provides that when a 
federal inspector finds a condition 
of imminent danger resulting 
from violations of the safety code 
he may order the withdrawal of 
miners from the unsafe area; the 
area may be in fact an entire 
mine, depending on the circum- 
stances. 

Refusal of an operator to com- 
ply with the order is raised in the 
amended bill from a misdemeanor 
to a felony. 

Added to the bill is a provision 
terming it a misdemeanor for an 
operator willfully to continue vio- 
lating provisions of the code after 
he has been notified by the fed- 
eral inspector that the violations 
are occurring. 

Failure to Provide Data. 

The legislation also provides 
that an operator may be found 
guilty of a misdemeanor for will- 
fully failing or refusing: to furnish 
complete and correct information 
to the Secretary of the Interior, 
acting through the United States 
Bureau of Mines. 

The Secretary is authorized to 
promulgate and revise the safety 
standards which now are gen- 
erally embodied in the federal 
coal mine safety code. This code 
is a part of the present contract 
between the United Mine Work- 
ers and the coal mine operators, 
but cannot be enforced by Bureau 
of Mines inspectors. The in- 
spectors now have only the power 
to recommend. 

A House subcommittee held 
hearings last week on a safety 
bill introduced by Representative 
Melvin Price (Dem.), Illinois, and 
is expected to propose an amended 
measure in a few weeks.

These inform- 
ants said that only Congress could 
give such guarantees. 

Acheson at the hour-long con- 
ference with Schuman and Eden, 
simply reaffirmed what Congress 
had already authorized — the 
maintenance of six American 
divisions in Europe and the 
American hope for European 
unity, informants said. 


France is afraid that the Ger- 
mans, once they are armed, may 
evade or repudiate their obliga- 
tions to keep their armed forces 
merely as a part of a six-nation 
army under Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, pledged to resist 
Communist aggression. 


Statement by Schuman. 


Schuman told his press confer- 
ence: — 

“I am happy to state here 
that we have met with full un- 
derstanding on the part of our 
two allies. 

“I have the firm hope that 
we can submit to the National 
Assembly on the day they will 
have to ratify the European 
army treaty effective guaran- 
tees, nut only legally but pe-

The Western Big Three foreign

A spokesman said one billion of 
the marks will be in Germany’s 
own budget for matters linked

of the United States Government. 


The bill is intended primarily to |

The Senate Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee said 
in its report on the bill that the 
measure will “effectively fore- 
stall the development in this 
country of a private munitions 
industry organized to sell mu- 
nitions to foreign countries.” 

In the New Jersey blast, the 
committee noted, “the great bulk 
of the explosives were war muni- 
tions . . . without any control or 
inspection whatsoever by our 
ordnance services, for shipment 
to a foreign country.” A large 
part of the shipment was con- 
signed to Pakistan.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP)— 
The steady rise in living costs, as 
measured by the Government, has 
stopped—temporarily at least. 


The “new series” version of the 
Labor Department's consumer's 
price index, issued today, showed 
no change from mid-December to 
mid-January. The index had been 
going up steadily since August. 

The “old series”—another form 
of the index and the one on 
which most cost-of-living clauses 
in labor contracts’ are based— 
showed an increase of two-tenths 
of 1 per cent for the month be- 
tween mid-December and mid- 
January. 

This shoved the “old” index up 
just enough for the quarter to 
give a 3-cent hourly pay increase 
to more than 1,000,000 members 
of the CIO’s United Auto Work- 
ers employed in the automobile, 
aircraft and farm equipment in- 
dustries. 

An increase also will go to 
about 150,000 salaried workers in 
the industries. 

The “new” index is described 
by the Labor Department as a 
more accurate measurement of 
living costs since it takes account 
of changes in consumer buying 
habits in recent years. The Gov- 
ernment intends eventually to 
abandon the “old” index, which 
has been kept up only because 
so many labor contracts are based 


on it.

Could Have Saved Lives. 

Westfield was questioned close- 
ly on his assertion that all but 19 
of the 120 lives lost in the West 
Frankfort mine disaster might 
have been saved if state laws had 
been enforced. 

The commission praised the 
witness from Pittsburgh, Pa., for 
his fine work in rescue operations 
at Orient Mine No. 2, but did not 
let its appreciation stand in the 
way of an exhaustive examination. 
He was recalled for another bar- 
rage of questions this morning 
after spending nearly four hours 
on the stand yesterday. 


Joint Statement Presented. 


With M. J. Ankeny, head of 
the federal coal mine inspection 
branch, Westficld presented a 
joint statement containing sug- 
gestions for revision of the ILli- 
nois mining laws. 

Some Illinois regulations, par- 
ticularly those on mine ventila- 
tion, are “inadequate,” the state- 
ment declared, but there is noth- 
ing wrong with the law requiring 
that highly-explosive coal dust be 
made at least 65 per cent incom- 
bustible by mixing it with rock 
dust. 

“Had the provisions of the IIli- 
nois law been enforced with re- 
spect to the coal dust hazard,” 
the commission was told, “the 
explosion in Orient Mine No. 2 
last Dec. 21 would probably have 
been confined to the panel in 
which it originated, and the total 
casualties may have been the 19 
men who were working in the) 
panel at the time.” 

‘36 Might Have Been Saved.’ 

Westfield testified today that | 
36 lives might have been caved | 
if the men killed in the Orient 
No. 2 mine disaster had _ been 
wearing emergency breathing ap- 
paratus known as “self-rescuers.” 
He said he believed 32 or pos- 
sibly 36 of the victims died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Asked whether he would re- 
quire miners to carry the equip- 
ment, he would make no recom- 
mendation. But he said: “We in- 
sist upon our own inspectors car- 
rying self-rescuers whenever they 
enter a mine, whether it is gassy 
or not.” 

The kit. hermetically sealed, 
includes a breathing device which 
fits into the mouth and over the 
nose. It provides 30 minutes of 
protection against gases contain- 
ing up to 2 per cent carbon mon- 
oxide.

The immediate effect of the rul- 
ing, while barring radio micro- 
phones and TV cameras from all 
future sessions of the House and 
its committees, was to pull the rug 
from under arrangements to tele- 
cast the opening of House un- 
American Activities Committee 
hearings in Detroit yesterday. 

Protests by TV Viewers. 

The hearing on Communism-in- 
Michigan finally got under way in 
relative privacy, after a three-hour 
delay, but telephone switchboards 

| were flooded by calls from house- 
wives and others who had looked 
forward to watching the proceed- 
ings on their TV sets. 

Representative Velde (Rep.), 
Illinois, suggested that party poli- 
tics may have figured in Ray- 
burn’s action. He issued a state- 
ment raising the question of 
whether it was aimed at Repre- 
isentative Potter (Rep.), Michigan. 
Velde asked: 

“Is it because some politicians 
in Michigan are afraid that my 
colleague on the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 
the gentleman from Michigan, Mr. 
Potter, will enter the race for the 
senatorship and that he would be 
a most formidable candidate for 
that office?” 

Rayburn said he has no inten- 
tion of altering his ruling. He 
could not change it if he wanted 
to, he said, unless the rules them- 
selves are changed. 

Several Republicans on the 
Rules Committee said there would | 
be no serious effort to alter the 
rules. 

Senate Not Affected. 

Rayburn’s ruling does not af- 
fect the Senate, which has per- 
mitted telecasts of some of its 
major committee sessions, nota- 
bly last year’s crime committee 
hearings which projected Sena- 
tor Kefauver of Tennessee into 
national prominence. 

Rayburn said, as a matter of 
practice, committees themselves 
determine whether to permit still 
photographs of their hearings. 
His own view on “stills,” he said, 
is that they should be taken at 
the start of-a hearing and not 
while witnesses are on ‘the stand. 

Rayburn was said by colleagues 
to believe it unfair to require wit- 
nesses to face cameras continu- 
ously, and as fearing that to open 
the doors wide to TV and radio 
might give the House a “circus” 
atmosphere. 

Representative Shafer (Rep.), 
Michigan, said the shutoff on the 
Detroit hearings “is one of the 
rawest examples of censorship 
ever to come to my attention.” 

The free speech issue was 
raised by Jim Bormann. .of Minne- 
apolis, president of the National 
Association of Radio News Direc-

This contest of beauty and 
popularity—a matching of ideas 
and ideals, of faces and photo, 
genics—brings together in ‘one 
arena, in person or by proxy, 
such disparate characters as Gen. 
Ike from Kansas, Plain Bob from 
Ohio, Homespun Hal from Min- 
nesota, Lighthorse Harry from 
Missouri, and the Coonskin Can- 
didate from Tennessee. 


As New Hampshire Goes? 


-\s New Hampshire goes, 
goes the nation? That remains 
to be seen. Formerly, it was said 
of Maine, earliest to open its poll- 
ing places in the mornings and 
where the first presidential elec- 
tion returns rolled in with the 
breakfast fog, but that was in the 
long ago, the Old Deal era, when 
most of the nation voted Repub- 
lican and followed Maine’s foot- 
steps to the polls. 


The prolonged reign of Roose- 
velt the Younger upset this tradi- 
tion. As F.D.R. went from one 
term to another, New England's 
ascendancy weakened so that a 
White House wit was inspired to 
remark. ‘As Maine goes, so goes 
Vermont.” 


Now it is up to New Hampshire 
to redeem New England's reputa- 
tion as the first political round- 
robin of spring, as a fair index 
to the next occupant of the White 
House, somebody named Eisen- 
hower, or Taft, or Stassen, or 
Kefauver, or, of course, Truman. 


New Hampshire affords the 
first testing for 1952 presidential 
possibilities—and impossibilities. 
In 1948 Wisconsin was the first 
battle ground and it eliminated 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur from 
serious consideration. 


Not All ‘Eyewash.’ 


Looking back, these state popu- 
larity tournaments are not all 
“eyewash,” as President Truman 
remarked recently in one of his 
more cynical moods, but Truman 
could have been half-right: 


1. White House incumbents con- 
trol the party machinery, state by 
state, city by city, township by 
township, and any President, if 
he desires, can be renominated 
(not necessarily re-elected). 
Therefore, to the current Presi- 
dent, state primaries are eyewash. 


2. With the opposition out-of- 
office presidential candidates it is 
different. Their party machinery 
is broken down, undernourished, 
lacking in confidence and vita- 
mins. All their professional poli- 
ticians have is hope — hope to 
climb aboard the gravy train. 
Like the desperate bettor in the 
final race at Pimlico, Belmont or 
Saratoga, they simply must have 
a winner. So they watch the 
state primaries and mark their 
ecards for a likely winner. 

The Man in the White House 
can stand pat, and usually does. 
The outsiders must gamble. 

State Prizes Quality. 

New Hampshire is neither the 
largest nor the smallest state in 
the union, measured by square 
miles or population. It has 
reached that stage of maturity 
where it prizes quality more than 
bigness. When it comes to select- 
ing Presidents, New Hampshire 
does not yield to New York or 
Pennsylvania, to California, Flori- 
da or Texas. 

First, for the sake of realism— 
and “eyewash’—let us discount 
the significance of the New 
Hampshire presidential primary. 

1. New Hampshire, with all its 
historic riches, will not come to 
the Chicago conventions in mid- 
summer with many delegates. It 
is forty-third of the 48 states in 
area and forty-fourth in popula- 
tion. It musters only four of the 
266 electoral votes required for 
election. In the 1948 primary, it 
east 232,000 votes, hardly enough 
to swing a vast nation. 

2. President Truman has the 
state’s patronage machine well- 
oiled. It would take something 
like a miracle for the lone-wolf, 
coonskin-clad Senator

Best Testimonial. 


The best testimonial to the 
New Hampshire type of primary 
comes from the old pros them- 
selves—to them it is “eyewash” 
to the extent that it brings poli- 
tics out into the open and inter- 
feres with the hand-picking of 
candidates in “smoke-filled hotel 
rooms.” 


eral states, offers voters 
presidential primaries: 


1. This is what the pro politi- 
cians deride as “beauty contest.” 
The ballots give the voters space 
to mark their preference for Presi- 
dent. This idea seems logical to 
some statesmen who have been 
urging that a nation-wide prefer- 
ential primary should be enacted, 
and made effective. At present, 
the beauty contests are not bind- 
ing on the convention delegates 
who cast the ballots. 


2. Getting down to the brass 
knuckles of machine politics, the 
New Hampshire hallot offers a 
second choice. Apart from per- 
sonal choices for President, the 
citizenry vote on candidates for 
delegates “pledged” or ‘“favor- 
able” to a particular White House 
candidate. New Hampshire is one 
of the few states in which pri- 
mary results are binding on dele- 


gates. Other states may laugh off | 


the primaries, in the picturesque 


language of Harry Truman, but 
the New Hampshire folk have a 
quaint idea thet when they have 
spoken on a given subject they 
mean it, hence pledged delegates 
from New Hampshire must con- 
tinue to vote for the candidate 
to whom they are pledged. 


Voice of the People Heeded. 


It is as simple as that, here in 
New England. Just listen to the 
voice of the people, and heed it, 
for the voice of the people will 
be heard—subject, to be sure, 
to the usual conventions and 
smoke-filled hotel rooms. 


What Guadalcanal was to the 
opening of the Pacific offensive, 
and Omaha Beach to the opening 
of the Second Front, New Hamp- 
shire may prove to be in the great 
game of politics. New Hampshire 
is more than one of 48 states. 
New Hampshire, a small state at 
tnat, is a symbol of the determi- 
nation of the people to have a 


larger voice in the selection of 
The Man and the men who run 
the country. 


New Hampshire is one of 16 
states holding presidential pri- 
maries and controlling nearly a 
majority of the necessary conven- 
tion votes. Exception noted: the 
various state rules are weak and 
wavering and the state delegates 
are not forever controlled once 
the gaudy procession of the band- 
wagon begins, and the hungry 
delegates crave to hop on the se- 
curity express. 


Anyway, that is New Hamp- 
shire. Come March, this old state 
will manage, somehow, to stand 
and give a lesson in practical 
democracy, as spoken at the polls. 

Primary Regarded as Logical. 

Up here in the frozen north, or 
Down East, as the natives say, the 
direct presidential primary is re- 
garded as so logical that the citi- 
zens find it difficult to under- 
stand the convolutions other 
Americans indulge to demonstrate 
their affection for any particular 
presidential candidate. 

Take Missouri, for instance. 


If a Missourian wants to elect 
a President, he had better start 
at the lowest levels, as low as 
possible. 


As only a native-born Mis-

SOVIETS CUT CANAL LINKING 
WEST BERLIN WITH THE RUHR 


BERLIN, Feb. 26 (UP) — The 
Soviets tightened their grip on 
Western Berlin today by cutting 
its canal link with the Ruhr in 
Western Germany. Still open, 
however, was a second canal from 
Hamburg. 

Western officials said the So- 
viets shut both the Rothensee and 
Grossfusterwitz locks on the so- 
called middle canal route to Ber- 
lin from the west “for repairs.” 

The middle route carried about 
half of the 60,000 tons of goods 
transported monthly to Berlin 
from the west by barge. Most 
of the Ruhr canal’s loads were 
coal, vital for Berlin industry and 
heating.

Expressways Now, Not Later 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is encouraging to note the inten- 
tion of the Missouri Highway Commis- 
sion to place all construction work on 
the proposed Third Street Highway—a 
$13,000,000 traffic relief highway, in 
downtown St. Louis—under contract by 
the end of this year. Virtually all of the 
right-of-way for the highway is now 
available. 

However, the highway will extend 
only from Gravois and South Twelfth 
to Third end Washington. This repre- 
sents only the first step in the com- 
pleted thoroughfare. The next step is 
to provide for the continuance of this 
highway northwardly and westwardly 
until it will intersect Natural Bridge. 


With the completion of the second 
step, there will be available a great 
artery serv'ng both north and south St. 
Louis. This will do more than any of 
the other plans on the drafting table to 
relieve traffic congestion and facilitate 
transportation, both mass and vehicu- 
lar, coming into the downtown district. 
It will do this by taking off the streets, 
east of Twelfth, traffic,coming from the 
north and south sections of St. Louis. 

The Mayor has plans for a $70,000,- 
000 bond issue, the proceeds to be 
utilized for many civic improvements, 
including improved traffic arteries. 
This bond issue should receive serious 

consideration by the voters, whenever 
it is presented for approval. 

However, even if passed, years will 
elapse before most of the improvements 
can be made. Getting plans from the 
drafting table alone will consume much 
time. 

+ * . 


The completion of step two of the 
Third Street development is a compara- 
tively simple procedure. Part of the 
funds for its completion, I believe, will 
come from the Federal Government. I 
appreciate that it will take time to pro- 
cure the right-of-way, which must go 
through the tedious reriod of con- 
demnation. 

The sooner we start, however, the 
sooner the highway will be completed; 
and nothing in contemplated plans will 
do more to stabilize our great down- 
town district than a widened Third 
Street Highway, connected with Gravois 
on the south and Natural Bridge on 
the north. 

I propose that both the citizenry and 
the City Government make the tackling 
of step two the first and immediate 
order of business in the program to 
make St. Louis a modern city, equipped 
to handle modern transportation, and 
equipped to overcome the problems 
which face us as a result of the serious 
traffic congestion from which we suffer.

A Flimsy Basis 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

When I contemplate what might have 
happened to Eleanor Deak, who was 
fired and later reinstated at the Army

West Germany has promised the Big Three 
foreign ministers to contribute about $2,500,000,- 


The question, however, is how substantial this 
agreement really is. The European defense trea- 
ty has not even been completed; and after it is 
drafted, it will have to be submitted to the parlia- 
ments of the countries concerned. Can a treaty 
be perfected which at this time will be accept- 
able to both the French and the West German 
parliaments? 

However the diplomats may feel, both legisla- 
tures have in recent weeks raised the most 
strenuous and contradictory obstacles to such a 
pact. Indeed The Economist of London declares: 

Dr. Adenauer’s apparent success (in win- 
ning parliamentary approval for negotiations 
with the Western powers regarding Ger- 
many’s rearmament and participation in the 

European army) was in fact a d ve de- 

feat... . He had to accept conditions that 

every Frenchman will instantly reject and 
few Englishmen would accept. 


No doubt Dr. Adenauer did his best to mini- 
mize the German conditions in his talks with the 
Allied ministers, and M. Schuman probably did 
not overstress French reluctance. Both men are 
convinced of the necessity for integration. Both 
are sincerely eager for a general accord and for 
united action. 


Both, however, represent minority govern- 
ments with a very uncertain hold on power. 
The Economist declares that a serious plan of 
German cooperation, even if it could be scraped 
through the Bundestag, would have “the oppo- 
sition of three quarters of the people of Western 
Germany.” And the influence of the present 
French Government is, if anything, even more 
uncertain. 


How much confidence can be built on such a 
foundation? Does this really warrant restoration 
of German sovereignty? Can the Allies really 
afford to give the Germans a free hand in con- 
nection with such serious issues as the recon- 
struction of the Ruhr cartels? Can they take a 
chance on the revival of ‘German nationalism? 
Would German approval of the Schuman plan 
continue if Dr. Adenauer’s right-wing opponents, 
rather than the Socialists, were to succeed him? 
And what might a West German regime, com- 
pletely free of Allied restraints, do to bring 
about a reunion with East Germany? 

Time and persuasion should work in favor of 
the harmony which was preached at Lisbon. It 
is to be hoped that both the German and the 


‘French parliamentarians can be brought to see 


the desirability of the diplomats’ grand design, 
nay, the necessity for a joint stand against the 
threat of Russian expansion. 

But let us be on our guard against assuming 
that the desirable already has become the real.

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The Teachers Colleges React 
The suggestion that Arkansas try teaching its 
teachers what to teach instead of how to teach 
has brought a cry of pain from the American 
Association of Colleges for Teacher Education. 


A more appropriate response might have been 
a statement of willingness to see how the thing 
worked out. The Ford Foundation has offered 
Arkansas funds for the experiment. Under terms 
of the grant, Arkansas would give its teacher 
candidates four years of general education fol- 
lowed by a year’s professional internship. 


Is this “eighteenth century” stuff, as the 
teachers colleges angrily contend? Is it unbear- 
ably old-fashioned to suppose that a teacher 
might just possibly benefit by concentrating on 
content rather than pedagogical technique? 

Far from being prima facie old hat, the idea 
has enough merit to warrant a trial. The teach- 
ers colleges ought to welcome it, if only because 
the competition of ideas is a healthy thing in 
teacher training as elsewhere. 

There is good reason to suspect that empha- 
sis on so-called professional courses in the teach- 
er training: curriculum has been dverdone, 
sometimes to the point where method absorbs 
so much of the student’s energy that he has 
little left for learning the subjects to which the 
method will be applied. If this is not true, if 
the present system of teacher training is the best 
of all possible systems, then its defenders should 
have little to fear from the Ford Foundation’s 
idea.

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The Bar Looks at Crime 


What to do about the lawyer who co-operates 
with organized crime continues to perplex the 
American Bar Association. The Kefauver com- 
mittee revelations of ‘unethical practices by law- 
yers with criminal connections led to a resolu- 
tion that local bar associations should act against 
any such members, but there has been little ac- 
tion. Now the national association’s Commission 
on Organized Crime calls for a survey by a new 
committee, to determine whether the bar’s pres- 
ent canons of ethics and grievance procedures 
are adequate. 

If the bar can discover a way to get at or- 
ganized crime by getting at lawyers who aid and 
abet it, well and good. But there are certain in- 
herent difficulties. One is that if you can get the 
evidence to prove that a lawyer isa crook you 
do not need to stop with disbarring him. You 
can throw him in jail. And if you cannot prove 
he is a crook, then it is not easy to disbar him 
on ethical grounds. 


Perhaps the most useful contribution lawyers 
could make would be as citizens. Organized 
crime, with or without legal advice, cannot get 
a grip on any community unless a sleeping citi- 
zenry permits it to do so. The lawyer is in a bet- 
ter than average position to spot the inroads of 
crime on politics, law enforcement and the 
courts. He and his professional group can sound 
the alarm and help organize the community to 
resist. Lawyers along with all other citizens 
should make themselves responsible for the 
cleanness of their own home towns. 


When enough people decide that decent gov- 
ernment begins at home then their community, 
for one, does not need the kind of laws recom- 
mended by the bar’s Commission on Crime to 
transfer greater control over local law enforce- 
ment and local police to the state. 
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Snail’s Pace 

St. Louis is a good many years behind its 
requirements in building new expressways, as 
Sidney R. Baer notes in a thoughtful letter on 
this page. Some future day the city may have 
traffic arteries which it needed five years ago. 
But the expressways are only half the answer te 
the traffic problem. 

Mr. Baer says completion of a northwestern 
trafficway, along with the Third Street High- 
way, would do more than any other plans to 
relieve congestion and speed traffic downtown. 
Would it? Undoubtedly the expressways would 
bring motorists downtown more quickly. Then 
what? Where would the thousands of autos go? 
An expressway should not be a means of rush- 
ing traffic into an outsized packjam on narrow 
downtown streets. 


If the expressways are to relieve congestion, 
they must be accompanied by off-street parking 
facilities. That is the other half of the problem 
—cne which both the city and downtown com- 
mercial interests have been almighty slow to 
deal with. The progress of traffic plans, like 
the progress of automobiles, keeps bumping 
into stop signs. ) 
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Let Every Vote Count 
A better way of el the President and the

But the GalbreathJanowicz relationship 
already has appeared in print, which 
makes it both safe and handy. 

Cases such as this one can be multiplied 
by the thousands all over the country, al- 
though few can be proved. The athletic 
scholarships have not led to football over- 
emphasis so much as the unofficial talent- 
suppliers. Some are real alumni and oth- 
ers are synthetic, the subway alumni type. 
Some operate as individuals and others as 
“Booster Clubs.” They are the yawning 
loophole in every Sanity Code that ever 
existed. Being unofficial, these men and 
their activities cannot be controlled by 
the colleges—even if they so desired. 


The main trouble has been that few of 
them have genuinely had the desire. They 
have miouthed pious platitudes and the 
more hypocritical of them have ostenta- 
tiously barred the front door to recruiting 
by clamping down on athletie scholarships. 
But they left the back door open for un- 
official aid from the boosters. 

The Ivy League has not been so beyond 
reproach as Caesar’s wife but it has been 
essentially sincere. In the new eight-point 
code the most significant point is No. 7: 

“Beginning in 1954, no gtudent shall be 
eligible whose secondary School education 
was subsidized or whose post-college edu- 
cation is mised by an individual or 
group of duals not closely related 
to the family as a consideration for his

rule that only the university authorities 
will have control over scholarships and/or 
student aid. This bars the athletic associ- 
ations as well as the boosters. 

It seems to this observer that the Ivies 
took a quite unnecessary step and over- 
reached themselves slightly in barring all 
post-season football competition to both 
players and coaches. The bowl games 
should be banned but the new rule also 
embraces the East-West and the North- 
South contests for the benefit of the Shrin- 
ers’ hospitals, a most worthy charity. Tuss 
McLaughry of Dartmouth and Herman 
Hickman of Yale have been engaging in 
this charitable work for manhy years and 
Dick Kazmaier of Princeton played on the 
East team last season. 

The wording of this point is so specific 
that it could not have been a mistake. 
Apparently the Ivies are even bending 
backward. Perhaps they merely are being 
far-seeing in the thought = abandon- 
ment of bowl competition will bring a 
rash of charity games in its stead. 


Otherwise, there is not the slightest 
complaint with the program offered. It is 
sound, thorough and eminently sincere. If 
there is anything in it to raise an eye- 
brow, it’s Point 4. Ironically, it bears a 
vague resemblance to Truman’s Point Four 
Program, aiding the underprivileged. 

This item states, “Beginning with the 
fall of 1953, each institution would play 
every other institution in the group at 
least once every five years.” 

Although it has been denied—sometimes 
with tongue in cheek—that there ever was 
a movement to drop Penn from most Ivy 
League schedules, it is a most extraordi- 
nary coincidence that most of the teams 
simultaneously “rotated” Penn off their 
schedules. Ever since Harold Stassen be- 
came president of the Philadelphia school, 
there has been an even greater reluctance 
on the part of the other Ivies to play the 
Quakers. Yale hasn't played Penn since 
1943 and Harvard since 1942. The under- 
standing here is that Cornell is the only 
Ivy team on the 1953 Penn list, since Co- 
lumbia, Dartmouth and Princeton “rotate” 
off after this season. Brown has been miss- 
~ for several years.

VOYAGE TO WINDWARD: THE LIFE OF ROBERT 

LOUIS STEVENSON, by J. C. Furnas. (William 

Sloane Associates, 544 pgs., $5.) 

Stevenson the “Seraph in chocolate,” 
the “literary fiddler,” the “saintly con- 
sumptive” who “kept on growing heaven- 
ward in shapely smoke like the genie from 
the’ bottle and, as the genie must have, 
losing substance as he grew,” has long. 
beckoned the revisionist biographer. Ex- 
alted in literary apotheosis or maligned 
and distorted in “cultivated Billingsgate,” 
he has been hard to see clearly through 
the smoke rising from temple incense and 
incensed iconoclasts. 

What is the truth about Robert Louis 
Stevenson? Mr. Furnas asserts, with as- 
surance and conviction based on impres- 
sive new sources, that he has that truth. 
Only the most captious would demur. His 
own attitude, ratified by his research, is 
boldly stated: “The 
world has too few 
people who can write 
like that, and too 
few men of such 
bowels.” For 15 
years, he says, this 
book has been an 
ambition; and, for 
five, an exacting and 
enjoyable task. ~~

Mr. ‘Furnas has not seen are Davos and 
the Marquesas. And he has had the use 
of a mountain of material unavailable to 
earlier diggers in the Stevenson lode: 
“Hundreds and hundreds of thousands of 
words of unpublished letters and manu- 
scripts of Stevenson and his intimates.” 
From it Mr. Furnas has refined a. truth 
that dissipates a great many half-truths, 
untruths, perverted truths, and sheer in- 
ventions. 

Item: The view, long held, that Louis’ 
great engineer father was wholly pious, 
rigid, and harsh—‘“a cliche of biography,” 
says Mr. Furnas. Aetually, the elder 
Stevenson could be charmingly congenial. 
As for R.L.S.’s reputation—made up large- 
ly out of “irresponsible speculation,” as an 
adolescent rakehell frolicking in “a welter 
of drink and a perpetual tumble of frowsy 
wenches,” Furnas calls it nonsense. “At 
the very middle of this presumedly drunk- 
en, lecherous period,” says Furnas, “he is 
found writing that he has missed dinner at 
home for the first time in a year.” 

The amount of gamy behavior formerly 
accepted uncritically as typical of Steven- 
son the “particularly sordid sinner” and 
now made invalid or ridiculous by Mr. 
Furnas’ definitive research is impressive 
indeed. Mr. Furnas has used his oppor- 
tunities with fine discernment. 

Not, however, to make a gilded image. 
He gives us a Stevenson who could love, 
laugh, fight (on paper, for great causes), 
entertain, argue, play the clown, be earthy 
and elvish, enchant a myriad readers, at- 
tract magnificent loyalties.

Hearings on requests of city 
employes for wage increases total- 
ing an estimated $2,500,000 a year 
were continued today by the Civil 
Service Commission. 

The commission held the first 
of three hearings on the requests 


yesterday. In most cases unions 
representing the employes are 
asking for increases of $30 a 
month, with the exception of craft 
unions. They are seeking to have 
city wage scales brought up to 
prevailing rates paid by private 
— for the same types of 
work. 


Stan Zagol, spokesman for the 
AFL State, County and Municipal 
Employes Union, was one of the 
chief speakers at yesterday's hear- 
ing. The union has about 4000 
members working for the city. 

A year and a half ago, he told 
the commission, the union sought 
increases of $35 a month. On 
Jan. 16, 1951, he said, they re- | 
ceived a 10 per cent increase. | 
However, he continued, the cost 
of living has gone up so much 


since then that their wages now in 


buy less than before the 10 per 
cent increase. 

The union is one of those seek- 
ing wage rises of $30 a month 
for employes below the classifi- 
cation of Grade 20 on the civil 
service rating, which includes 
most employes. 

Says City Lags Behind. 


Another speaker yesterday was 
John I. Rollings, executive secre- 
tary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union. He told the 
commission wage increases for 
city employes have not kept up 
with rising costs of living, and 
have not been commensurate 
with increases granted in private 
industry. 

“The last general pay rise 
granted in January 1951, was not 
equitable below Grade 20,” Roll- 
ings said. “Many city employes 
actually are getting less take- 
home pay now than before the 
increase, due to higher deductions | ; 
for income taxes and the fact that 
they now pay social security taxes. 

“We hope the commission will 
consider our requests for in- 
creases seriously and come up 
with a solution.”

The United States Government 
yesterday barred all imports of 
live cattle and fresh beef from 
Canada after Canadian officials in 
Ottawa announced the outbreak 
of the disease in Saskatchewan 
province. 

United States officials said the 
bar would not apply to canned 
and cured Canadian meat. 


The Canadian Government has | 


assumed. full responsibility for 
control of the disease, acting Ag- 
riculture Minister Robert H. Win- 
ters said. He told farmers they 
would be compensated for live- 
stock destroyed and for buildings 
or equipment commandeered by 
the Government in its effort to 
stop spread of the disease. 

Officials in Washington said the 
strict bar on Canadian animals 
and meat might be relaxed soon 
to allow shipments from unin- 
fected areas. 

Extent of U. S. Imports. 

The United States imported 
about 100,000,000 pounds of fresh 
or frozen meat and more than 
400,000 live animals from Canada 
in 1951. 

Dr. B. T. Simms, chief of the 
United States Agricultural Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Animal Hus- 
bandry said this is a very small 
amount when compared with the 
total meat consumption in the 
country. He said he does not think 
the embargo will have any serious 
effect on the United States meat 
supply. -

animals here, the Government 
also ordered: 

1, A strict quarantine on a 300- 
| square-mile area surrounding Re- 

gina. 

2. Closing of Regina ahd Moose 
Jaw stockyards. 

3. Strick controls on stockyards

Towns Quarantined. 

Nine municipalities were in- 
cluded in the area put under 
strict quarantine. Rural residents 
were permitted only a minimum 
of trips to town for groceries. 
They *were ordered to disinfect 
their shoes with a lye solution be- 
fore leaving and before return- 
ing. Visits between farms were 
barred. 

The Canadian Wheat Board put 
a tight clamp on movement of 
grain in and out of the infected 
areas. 

Some 7000 hides, worth $50,- | 
000, were quarantined. Dealers 
hoped a 30-day treatment in a 
salt solution would destroy the 
disease-causing virus. 

United States Agriculture De- 
partment inspectors were already 
at work tracking down all Canad- 
ian. livestock shipped into the 
country recently, and will inspect 
all packing houses which may 
have received meat from the area. 

A Department spokesman says 
it takes from 48 hours to several 
days for the infectious virus to 
appear in cattle which have been 
exposed to it.

Attacks of Measles 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


URING the second week of the month of January, 331 
cases of measles were reported in the nation. This is 
about a fourth more than occurred in the same period a 
year ago. The increased occurrence in measles was mostly 
in the East and East South Central states. 

Reports of the number of cases in the country are always 
several weeks behind because of the time it takes to gather 
the information. They ‘refer to the longer and more severe 
disease commonly called red measles.

THERE IS ANOTHER KIND of measles, usually called 
German measles. It is a brief, mild disease caused by an- 
other virus. Both kinds are highly contagiots by way of per- 
son-to-person contact in the few days before the skin eruption. 

German measles should be avoided during the first three 
months of pregnancy in order to protect the baby. 

The rash and symptoms don’t develop for one to two 
weeks after exposure-to red measles and sometimes as long 
as three weeks for German measles. . Until very recently, 
any child stricken with measles just had to bear the infection 
as best he could. There was no specific treatment. 

The antibiotics such as penicillin, aureomycin, and 
chloromycetin have no effect on measles. They are some- 
times used in the secondary infections occasionally following 
measles. 


NOW GAMMA GLOBULIN is used to lighten attacks of 
measles. It was discovered in 1940 by Dr. E. J. Cohn and 
his co-workers at Harvard Medical School during their studies 
of the blood. They were trying to separate various materials 
from the blood. They discovered a special kind of protein called 
gamma globulin. It contained substances that protect you 
against certain diseases—give you immunity. 

In 1944, Dr. C. A. Janeway of Harvard, as well as Dr. 
J. Stokes, then in the Navy, proved that gamma globulin 
often protected against regular measles. 

It will not give a permanent immunity as will a mild at- 
tack of measles. Therefore, unless the person infected with 
measles is a very tender infant or is a woman expecting a 
baby, only enough of the protective material is used to 
lighten the measles’ attack. 

* 


A LIGHT ATTACK OF MEASLES gives permanent pro- 
tection by building up antibodics against measles in the suf- 
*ferer’'s blood. Such a very -light attack is not followed as 
‘ often by the complications that can occur after a. severe 
attack. 

Most, if not all of the immune elements of human blood 
are contained in gamma globulin. This makes it a valuable 
source of antibiotics against many contagious diseases. It may 
alleviate chicken pox, whooping cough and scarlet fever, as 
well as measles. 

Although gamma globulin will not cure an infection once 
under way, it does increase the body’s own ability to throw 


off certain infections.

“O, reader, behold the Philoso- 
pher’s grave! 
He was born quite a Fool, but-he 
died quite a knave.”

HEN this old phrase, “more 
W001 than knave,” is employed 
at the present time, it is 
usually as an expression of tol- 
erance, a way of saying “he meant 
no wrong;” the idea is the partial 
extenuation of an offense moti- 
vated by folly rather than deliber- 
ate trickery or evil intent. 
However, in its usage down the 
centuries, the words’ connotation 
has often been otherwise, in al- — 
lusion to a person’s make-up as 
being in larger part fool than 
knave, rather than a fool instead 
of a knave.

COMPARING AND contrasting 
the qualities of stupidity and 
knavery seems to have been some- 
thing of a game with the writers 
of three centuries. The idea is 
grist for the satirist, of course, 
and English writers with this 
bent, in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries, particularly, 
made varied use of it. Coleridge 
wrote that “a rogue is a round- 
about: fool,” Dryden that “None 
are so busy as the fool and 
knave.” William Blake returned 
to speculation on the subject with 
“Folly is the cloak of knavery.” 
And Robert Burns, the Scottish 
poet with a more mellow humor, 
“A knave and fool are plants of 
every soil.” 


Earlier, George Herbert, the 
clergyman-poet said, “Better be 
a fool than a knave.” Herbert 
takes it back to the early decades 
of the seventeenth century, which — 
brings up Shakespeare’s specula- 
tions, such as, in “Hamlet,” “A 
knavish speech sleeps in a foolish 
ear,” and other comparisons of 
the qualities of knave or fool. 
In the work of his contemporaries 
two examples turn up which sus- 
tain what this long record implies 
—that is, that the sympathetic 
allusion to one as “More fool 
than knave”’ is a modern develop- 
ment of the early “More knave 
than fool.” Cervantes employed 
the phrase in this way in “Don 
Quixote,” and in what seems to 
be its first recorded use in print 
(1593), the English dramatist 
Christopher Marlowe, in his “Jew 
of Malta,” thus: 

“Now will I show myself to have 
more of the serpent than the 
dove; that is, more knave 

than fool.”

N SAMBA you need two canas- 
tas to go out, but if you are not 
ready to play for out, you should 


not rush to complete the canastas. 
The reason for this is that the 
nearer you get to an out position, 
the more you force the opponents 
to play for out themselves. So if 
you want the game to continue, 
you should try to keep the oppo- 
nents optimistic about their own 
chances and not too worried about 
yours. 


Suppose this is your hand: 


Your side’s melds include 7-6- 
5-4 of hearts and A-K-Q-J-10 of 


diamonds, so your heart nine and 


diamond eight are cards you hope 
will soon be of great value to 


complete sambas. 


Your opponents have about 
equal prospects in the black suits, 
but they need the ten of spades 
and the nine of clubs. You have

two of each of these cards, so you 
know their chance isn't very good. 


On his previous turn your part- 
ner has melded three nines. 
Should you add two of your nines 
and two wild cards in order to 
complete a mixed canasta? 


Unless you feel that the oppo- 
nents are playing for a fast out 
any way (unlikely as long as they 
think their samba chances are 
good), you most certainly should 
not worry about completing your 
own canasta now. It is much 
more important to hold your heart 
nine for your own samba, and to 
conceal the two club nines so as to 
keep the game going and give you 
time to complete those sambas. 


Question: How can the time 
necessary to complete a game of 
Samba best be shortened? 

Answer: Start the game with 
both sides at a score of 2900 
points, needing 90. This increases 
the likelihood that the game will 
be ended within two, or at most 
three, deals.

Fix It Yourself

FLOOR seal makes a honey 
Ac a finish for a hardwood 

floor and it’s just about the 
easiest finish to apply that we 
can think of. 

The old finish must be removed 
from the floor and the wood sand- 
ed smooth—but this is necessary 
for any new finish and doesn’t 
take much work with an electric 
sander. 

After this the floor seal is ap- 
plied with a wide brush or squee- 
gee. Brush it on first across the 
grain and then with the grain. 

Let it set for 15 minutes or so 
according to manufacturer’s rec- 
ommendations and then wipe off 
the excess with a piece of clean 
cloth. Now the surface should be 
buffed with No. 2 steel wool. 

Once the first coat of filler is 
dry, apply a second coat and buff 
this one down too. 

When the final coat is dry, ap- 
ply a coating of paste wax or 
liquid rubbing wax. 

You'll end up with a floor fin- 
ish that is not only very durable, 
but one that is highly resistant to 
staining and scratching and one 
that can be patched easily with 
additional floor seal when certain 
spots begin to show wear. 


Steaks and chops should never 
be kept more than two or three 
days before using; roasts may be 
stored a little longer time. To 
store wrap the meat loosely in 
waxed paper and put in the cold- 
est part of the refrigerator.

South took all 13 tricks with- 
out any real difficulty, and then 
the argument began: Whose fault 
was it, North’s or South's, that 
not even a small slam had been 
reached? 

A great deal of heat was engen- 
dered on both sides, but, as mere 
observers, we can be dispassion- 
ate. It seems quite clear that 
North was largely responsible for 
the inadequate contract. Unques- 
tionably, he felt that by respond- 
ing first in clubs and later cue- 
bidding his diamond ace, then 
finally raising spades, he was do- 
ing his full duty and announcing 
his full values, but there is quite 
a different way of looking at this 
matter, and apparently South 
(who was by no means inexperi- 
enced) took this different view. 
How could he tell that North 
meant the diamond call as a cue 
bid? No suit had been agreed on 
by the partners, and South did 
not and could not know that 
North fully intended to support 
spades. From South's position, 
when North finally did support 
spades, that support might well 
have been based on sheer inabil- 
ity to find a better contract; in 
other words, North might have 
meant his club and diamond bids 
as straight suit bids, and might 
then have bid four spades simply 
because South himself had shown 
an excellent suit with his three 
successive bids. 

This writer is of the firm 
opinion that premature cue bids 
(such as North’s three-diamond 


bid here) should be shunned.
